Business Barometers 

F the facts and figures gathered by banks 
and Chambers of Commerce as to the gen¬ 
eral trend of American business are used 
by the retailer in helping to give proper direc¬ 
tion to his selling efforts, they are an in¬ 
valuable guide. If such figures, however, give 
to the retailer a feeling that there is flood 
and ebb to business so great in its proportions 
that he himself has no control over the situa¬ 
tion, the figures will become a misfortune 
rather than a help. 

In the book business the average consump¬ 
tion is so low that the aggressive dealer can 
easily expect to continue to make his business 
grow by steady work without being continu¬ 
ally watching for the rise and fall of the na¬ 
tional barometers. 

The present year will be a very real test of 
this attitude on the part of the bookseller. 
The country has gone thru a severe readjust¬ 
ment. Business is in a puzzling condition, and, 
while it has now steadied, there is no reason 
to suppose it will immediately surge back to 
the condition of nine months ago, but the year 
is to produce and is already producing books 
of decided value and selling possibilities, and 
good merchandising is producing results. 

A good example of what can be done is 
shown in a report recently received from the 
Stewart & Kidd Bookstore. The retail depart¬ 
ment decided that it could better its March 
totals by making a concentrated drive on the 
Lansing book which comes out the last of the 
month. It has done this by the use of the 
telephone, ringing up customer after customer 
with a carefully prepared story about the im¬ 
portance of the book. Already the store has 
increased its order on this book from one 
hundred to three hundred copies and is hoping 
to make it five hundred. This same telephone 
method is an old, well-known way of increas¬ 
ing business and can be applied to any book 
whose importance is obvious. 


Book Department Service 

RITING for the Retail Public Ledger 
on “The Problems of Adjusting De¬ 
partment Expense,” Paul Findlay says 
of the grocery department, “Groceries in most 
department stores fail to pay direct revenue 
and are regarded as drawing cards to be ac¬ 
corded a liberal concession on their actual ex¬ 
penses, which concession is distributed over 
profitable departments in a manner determined 
by a study of the benefit derived by each of 
them. The grocery department keeps the 
store in the mind of the public three hundred 
days in the year, a decidedly desirable thing 
in the plans of a store manager, while pur¬ 
chases of clothing, crockery or furniture are 
usually not more than semi-annual occasions. 
The grocery department, too, gives the im¬ 
pression that the store is prepared to give a 
full and complete service to the most com¬ 
mon needs of a community.” 

In another direction the managements of the 
best stores are endeavoring to give the im¬ 
pression that their place of business is a pub¬ 
lic institution of solid importance as well as 
a place for mere buying and selling. For this 
reason provision is made for exhibits, often 
for group meetings, and for public drives 
whose purpose have a sound place in the com¬ 
munity’s interest. For this same reason the 
book department is taking on an increased im¬ 
portance as a service department. The stores 
that have book departments are usually the 
most substantial and best established in the 
community, and the managers appreciate that 
intelligent service on books is a genuine benefit 
to their clients and that books are really an 
extensive university, taking their place in line 
with the most respected institutions in the 
city: the school and the library. 

Some stores are giving even further emphasis 
to the service importance of their book depart¬ 
ment by placing near it the other departments 
the information desk, “Ask Mr. Foster,” tele¬ 
graph and post office. Such a conjunction of 
departments seems a natural one to the pub¬ 
lic, which instinctively connects these service 
interests together and credits the store with a 
fine public effort

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Invaluable Trade Tool 

A FTER an eight years’ interval, the 
Whitaker’s English “Reference Catalog 
of Books in Print’’ is again available. 
This set is too well known among the older 
booksellers and libraries to need description, 
but many bookstores that have developed in 
recent years, or whose business with England 
has been increasing, may need to understand 
its plan and value. 

In this country the “Trade List Annual,” or 
collection of all publishers’ catalogs, is made 
annually, so that each year the bookseller or 
library has for reference the complete set of 
up-to-date catalogs with prices. These catalogs 
are not indexed, but when the publisher is not 
known his name is traced thru the series of 
“United States Catalogs” with their cumulated 
supplements. In England, the publishers’ cata¬ 
logs are only put in collected form once in four 
years, and, on account of the war, there has 
been no collection bound and issued since 1913. 

As they are published, they form two large 
volumes each almost as thick as the well-known 
“Trade List Annual” of this country, tho 
with a smaller page size. With these two vol¬ 
umes is issued a third book of something over 
one thousand pages, which supplies a complete 
index to every book mentioned. As there is 
nothing published in England that corres¬ 
ponds to our “United States Catalog,” such an 
Index as this is invaluable. There is both 
author and title listing, and by means of it an 
American bookseller, having a demand for a 
book not published in this country, can im¬ 
mediately ascertain as to whether the book is 
in print in England, and who publishes it and 
the price. Such prompt information is greatly 
appreciated by many customers, and the work 
is a trade tool without which the larger book¬ 
stores would not wish to do business. 

The new edition was announced for 1920, 
but, owing to continuous delay in the publish¬ 
er’s hands on account of the difficulty of getting 
publishers to get their revised lists in shape, the 
set has only this week come thru the American 
Custom House, and is supplied to the trade 
and to libraries thru the office of the Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly, which has been the Ameri¬ 
can agent for a number of years. 

In looking over the index, it is interesting 
to note the many changes that have taken 
place in the English book-trade since the Cata¬ 
log was last published. Some firms have disap¬ 
peared or have been dissolved, and a large 
number of catalogs are included that were not 
present when the collection was last made. 
Among the new catalogs are those of: Allman 
& Son; Bale. Sons & Danielson: A. Brown 
& Sons: Thornton Buttcrworth: H. F. W. 
Deane & Sons; A C. Fifield: Gresham Pub¬ 
lishing Co.; Leopold B. Hill: Holden & Hard- 
ingham; IlifFe & Sons: Medici Society: .A. 
R. Mowbray & Co.: Oldhams: S. Rentell & 
Co.r Martin Seeker: Selwyn & Blount: Swart- 
more Press; Alex Thom & Co.: University of 
London Press. It is interesting to note that 
about a dozen American publishers have Eng¬ 


lish houses so well established that their cata¬ 
logs are included in the English collection as 
well as the American. This includes such firms 
as Appleton, Lippincott, Putnam, Wiley, Revell, 
Heath, Ginn, and American Book Company.

Midland Authors at McClurg’s 

M EMORIES of the famous Amen Corner 
which Eugene Field used to preside over 
at McClurg’s are revived by the announce¬ 
ment from John M. Stahl, President of the 
Society of Midland Authors, that McClurg’s 
has offered the Society a home on the second 
floor of the Wabash Avenue building. The 
Society will have a light and pleasant corner, 
and a stenographer will be available for the 
use of members. This will be especially use¬ 
ful to writers coming to Chicago from out of 
town. The Society holds its monthly lunch¬ 
eons at The Cordon, Chicago, and last month 
had Sinclair Lewis and John Drinkwater as 
its guests of honor. Among other guests 
were Sherwood Anderson, Emerson Hough, 
O. P. Heggie of the Happy Go Luclty Com¬ 
pany, and Fanny Btitcher. Mr. Drinkwater 
spoke of the success of “Main Street” as one 
of the indications of the development of a 
really native American literature. 

Correction 

HE Weekly Book Record of last issue 
spoke of Henry Aikman’s “Zell” (Knopf) 
as a novel based on a story that had appeared 
in Argosy.

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Export of U. S. Books to Latin-America 

By Waldon Fawcett 


4 4 /^vNE of the very best lines of long- 
II range business that has come to my 
notice consists of the production in 
the United States of school books in the Span¬ 
ish and Portugese languages for export to 
Latin-America. Appleton has made gratify^ 
ing headway in this quarter and several other 
North American publishers now show a dis¬ 
position to follow in its footsteps. But the 
opportunities of the market are almost limit¬ 
less. This is a line in which the character of 
the books, or the subject matter, rather than 
any narrow considerations of copyright con¬ 
fers a distinct advantage upon publishers in 
the United States. With school books, as with 
technical works, moreover, the United States 
publisher need have no heed for the competi¬ 
tion of the Leipsic publishers and other com¬ 
plications that are involved with standard or 
popular fiction.” 

The speaker was an official of the Pan- 
American Union at Washington who has re¬ 
cently returned from an extended tour of the 
other Americas. His estimate of the promise 
in the outlook for United States books in 
Latin-America is infinitely more significant than 
the optimism of the executives of our own 
Department of Commerce. For, be it realized, 
the Pan-American Union is an agency for 
closer commercial, social and political rela¬ 
tionships between the twenty-one republics of 
the New World, and its officials are supposed 
to voice an impartial, composite sentiment. This 
latter aspect was, indeed, emphasized in this 
current expression when the Pan-American 
specialist voiced, in contrast to prevailing im¬ 
pression, the conviction that the world war has 
not been responsible for widening the Latin- 
American market for United States-made 
books. The unfolding situation, as he ap¬ 
praises it, is a natural evolution. 

Not Fiction 

Dominance, in the export situation, of the 
Latin-American outlets for the products of 
Yankee presses is taken for granted at Wash¬ 
ington. In the interest of the Publishers’ 
Weekly, the writer sought to sound various 
governmental officials and international trade 
authorities upon the world-wide demand for 
books bearing United States imprint. But they 
would have none of it,—none of this general¬ 
ization, that is to say. The average official 
trade observer at Uncle Sam’s headquarters 
can see nothing, these days, thru his bookish 
spectacles but this hemisphere. It is not that 
he esteems other export fields less but that he 
is the more impressed by what he conceives 
to be the exceptional openings in Latin- 
America. He concedes, does your Federal 
trade scout, that post-war conditions in Europe 
should stimulate the sales of certain classes 


of United, States books on the continent and 
he has heard that United States publishers are 
well satisfied with the recent co-operative 
effort for -the extension of trade in the Orient. 
But, for the time being at least, the govern¬ 
mental prospector for book-trade insists that 
the sun is rising in the south. 

To dispel, forthwith, all unwarranted illu¬ 
sions, it must be stated that the more conserv¬ 
ative authorities who have, as public servants, 
studied the situation, do not look for any sud¬ 
den or sharp increase in the Latin-American 
demand for United States fiction, printed in 
English. The rapidly-growing United States 
colonies in leading Latin-American cities will 
be responsible, to be sure, for a measure of 
development and so, likewise; should be the 
turning of cultured Latin-Americans from 
French and Spanish standards to United States 
ideals in art and literature, even as they are 
turning to Yankee ideals in personal attire and 
household appointments. 

Practical Books 

This latter trend is counted upon, tho, to 
manifest itself to publishers in the United 
States less markedly in a demand for volumes 
of fiction than by a quickened quest by South 
American publishers for the rights of transla¬ 
tion. Opinion is almost unanimous in the 
quarters canvassed at Washington that the 
South American rights for United States 
novels will command better prices in future. 
Indeed, there is a suspicion that some Yankee 
publishers would have been less complacent in 
the past had they realized how extensive has 
been the circulation in the other Americas of 
translations of North America’s best sellers 
put out by publishing houses in Argentina, 
Chile, Brazil, etc. Especially has there de¬ 
veloped in the land of tomorrow a hearty ap¬ 
petite for United States detective stories. The 
Pan-American official above quoted, declared 
that it is his belief that a certain class of de¬ 
tective stoyies of United States origin has at¬ 
tained even wider sale in South America than 
in North America. 

Technical books, meaning, if you please, not 
merely engineering and scientific works but 
likewise practical volumes on business and 
agriculture, yea and popular handbooks on 
home building and interior decoration—here¬ 
in do we find, according to the estimate at 
Washington, the destiny of the export section 
of the United States publishing industry. It 
is a sphere, happily, in which United States 
book makers are not compelled to reckon with 
the lower costs of production in European 
printing plants. Likewise is the specter of 
language present in only a subordinate degree. 
If expectations of sale justify a United States 
publisher in putting out editions of a technical 
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work in Spanish and Portugese, well and good, 
but he is reasonably assured that, in this new 
era, there will be a demand in Latin-America 
even tho his reference work appears only in 
English. Perhaps there might be cited, as a 
figurative straw, to show the direction in which 
the wind is blowing, the proportions of the 
sale in Latin America of the most recent edi¬ 
tion of the Encyclopedia Brittanica. 

An inventory by qualified Latin-American 
specialists at Washington of the influences that 
are favorable to the extension of inter-Amer¬ 
ican book-trade may prove constructive to 
United States publishers as indicating the in¬ 
centives to interest upon which they have op¬ 
portunity to react. Not to administer too 
severe a shock, it must be confessed that the 
trade observers and advisers, as with one voice}, 
accord first place among the agencies of book 
propaganda, to the United States motion pic¬ 
ture. The Yankee motion picture gets credit 
for dictating prevailing fashions in masculine 
and feminine attire in the other Americas and 
for inculcating new ideas of comradeship be¬ 
tween the sexes. Is it strange, then, that this 
same inspiration should awaken a new ap¬ 
preciation of United States literature? 

Book publishers may be. all the more mysti¬ 
fied by the potency of the motion picture as a 
literary missionary when they are told that, 
for the most part, the screen dramas that have 
been exported to Latin-America do not con¬ 
stitute what are accounted, here in the United 
States the best examples of the art. Com¬ 
paratively few of the great ‘‘feature” films 
have yet found their way to the South and 
Central American circuits. Instead, Latin- 
America is enjoying an unbalanced diet of 
the “cowboy” and “wild Western” type of 
picture. But, withal, it is inspiring, perhaps 
by the law of contrasts, a deep admiration in 
Latin America for the virility and rapid 
movement of United States stories, and this 
interest is already reflected in a desire to 
form closer acquaintance with the literature 
from which the motion pictures are supposed 
to have sprung. 

Movies and Farming 

Nor is the influence of the Yankee motion 
picture confined to the field of fiction. The 
so-called educational, industrial, and agri¬ 
cultural films produced in the United States 
are going to the other Americas in consider¬ 
able quantity and we have, herein, according 
to the appraisal at Washington, a factor that 
is on a par with the new-found influence sup¬ 
plied by the establishment in various Latin- 
American countries of branches of United 
States educational institutions. In one quar¬ 
ter at Washington there is a theory that lat¬ 
ter-day demand in Argentina and elsewhere 
for United States books on agricultural sub¬ 
jects may be traced, in part at least, to the 
films that depict Yankee practice in rural 
industry. There have been purchased for 
circulation in South America considerable 
numbers of the educational and demonstra- 
tional films prepared by the United States 


Department of Agriculture. South America 
is confronted by many of the same problems 
of cereal production and stock raising that 
are present in the United States. But the 
films requisitioned have not been restricted 
to a narrow range but have embodied pic- 
turizations of everything from poultry rais¬ 
ing to road building. And the sequel is found 
in the demand for the literature on these 
same subjects. 

Second in importance perhaps as a “feeder” 
of United States book demand in Latin- 
America is the recent tremendous increase in 
the number of United States periodicals 
printed in Spanish and Portuguese and the 
growth of their Latin-American circulations. 
Any book publisher who has had an oppor¬ 
tunity to see the list lately compiled, by the 
Latin-American Division of the United States 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Commerce 
must have been impressed by its proportions. 
If the roster of periodicals produced in the 
United States for consumption in Latin- 
America were composed largely of fiction 
magazines, some book publishers might feel 
that their influence was merely competitive. 
As a matter of fact, however, this branch of 
export publishing is, save for a few monthly 
reviews and fashion publications, confined to 
class, trade and technical journals. That this 
periodical literature in Spanish and Portu¬ 
guese is nurturing a desire for books on the 
part of serious readers in Latin-America is 
attested by the fact that calls are already 
coming to the United States for volumes that 
will preserve in permanent form valuable 
series of articles that have appeared in the 
specialized press. 

Distribution 

Book publishers who have written to Wash¬ 
ington for information regarding the Latin- 
American market have usually been warned 
that, owing to the high percentage of illi¬ 
teracy in portions of South and Central 
America, they must not employ the same 
ratio of demand to population that might be 
warranted in the United States. To the same 
end these publishers have been cautioned that 
the facilities for retail book distribution are 
not on a par, thruout the lower continent, 
with corresponding resources in the United 
States. And they have, in all candor, been 
admonished that Latin America cannot match 
North America in its free, circulating libra¬ 
ries, albeit the bookman may be surprised 
by the number of special libraries, as, for ex¬ 
ample, the libraries of engineering societies 
and technical associations. 

With due cognizance, however, of all these 
limitations, the trade advisers in the govern¬ 
ment service are prone to find ultimate, deep 
significance for the United States book-trade 
in the extent to which the intellectual classes 
in virtually all the Latin-American countries 
are turning from European to United States 
models and measures of quality. As evidence 
of the realignment we find English supplant¬ 
ing French as the “second language” of the 
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Latin-Americans. New York has replaced 
Paris as the goal of the shopper and vaca¬ 
tionist. More meaningful than all else is the 
circumstance that a goodly proportion of the 
young people who seek education abroad are 
coming to the United States. That, to be 
sure, is due in part at least to the fact that 
the young men are, in obedience to the spirit 
of the age, turning to the engineering pro¬ 
fessions. But whatever the instigation, the 
result seems bound to be beneficial to the 
United States book-trade. 

It goes without saying that if other United 
States librarians follow the example of F. B. 
Spaulding, who has gone to Peru as organizer 
of libraries for the Peruvian Department of 
Education, there will be created a potent, 
permanent influence favorable to the impor¬ 
tation of books from the United States. 
Stimulus should likewise be given to the 
Latin-American demand for United States 
books if Director Cruz of the Chilean Na¬ 


tional Library is enabled to carry out his 
project for an exchange system that would 
not only break down the insularity from 
which a number of the Latin-American na¬ 
tions have heretofore suffered in matters 
bookish but would give retail distribution to 
all United States books whose publishers 
were willing to send them on consignment. 
Improvement of parcel post facilities that has 
already set in, following the new United 
States shipping policy, notably the establish¬ 
ment of direct steamer service between New 
York and ports on the west coast of South 
America, is counted upon to contribute its 
share to the inter-American book-trade. And, 
with United States domestic postage rates 
applicable to mail for a majority of Latin- 
American countries, we have elimination of 
the “short-paid ,, postage evil, one of the 
small thorns of long-distance exploitation 
of United States books which has long given 
a great deal of trouble. 


The Boy Scout and The Bookstore

Every Bby Scout to secure at least one new 
recruit. 

(( Thursday, Feb. 10th : Community Good 
Turns. The different Scout Troops are as¬ 
signed to do a specific good turn for the com¬ 
munity in which they live. For instance, one 
troop is to pick up all the pieces of broken 
glass, boards with nails in them and other 
things thruout the entire district. 

“Friday, Feb. nth: Scout Rally. Anni¬ 
versary rally in the evening at 7:30.” [Note: 
this was an occasion which the Boy Scouts 
will remember for a good many years to come. 
The troops came in bodies bringing their ban¬ 
ners and flags. It was the most enthusiastic 
meeting of the kind ever held in the city, 
with a splendid program of moving pictures, 
songs and speeches.] 

" Saturday, Feb. 1 2th: City Good Turn. 
All Boy Scouts on the street in uniform ready 
and looking for good turns to do.” 

The Boys’ and Girls’ Own Book Shop, with 
but little regard to labor and expense, entered 
heart and soul into the spirit of the week and 
in every possible way co-operated with the 
Chief Scout executive and his Scout Masters. 

Under the supervision of Mrs. Mablc 
Harris, in charge of the Book Shop, a floor 
space of 2,500 square feet, was changed as 
if by magic into a forest of fir trees, and 
sweet scented cedars. Graceful traceries of 
pussy willow branches stood out against the 
clusters of shining Oregon Grape and slender 
sword ferns, while several fine American flags 
and many gay troop banners hung from 
points of vantage and made splashes of color 
that gave a jolly air of festivity.

woods, and helped carry out the illusion of a 
forest enchanted. 

A Recruiting Booth in the midst of thfs 
magic forest was in charge of two Boy Scouts 
of persuasive tongue, and quickly became the 
center of attraction for many envious youths 
not yet entitled to wear Boy Scout uniforms. 
So earnest were these young recruiters that 
had the list been open to men and women who 
gathered about, they, or so they laughingly 
declared, would have signed up without delay. 

The Subscription Booth , where subscrip¬ 
tions to Boys’ Life, the official Boy Scout 
magazine, were taken at a special rate, and 
where sample copies of the magazine were 
given away, waS another gathering point for 
parents as well as for boys. The several 
Scouts in charge of this booth were also most 
convincing, as the number of subscriptions 
testify. 

Trails leading from these attractive booths, 
half hidden but provocatively displayed, dis¬ 
closed various treasure stores for the ex¬ 
plorer—here a table piled high, but not too 
high, with attractive books on boys’ hobbies, 
books for stamp collectors, books for boys 
interested in electricity, wireless, astronomy, 
bugs and birds, and for boys who want to 
make money, books on the care of hens and 
rabbits. 

Another table particularly good from the 
standpoint of sales was stacked with the Bov 
Scout Year Book, the Bov Scout’s Books of 
Stories, the Boy Scout Manual, and the Boy 
Scout Diaries. 

Books edited or recommended by Franklin 
X. Mathiews filled another artistic table and 
brought a response not onlv in increased sales 
hut in the interest exhibited on the subject 
of Ivetter Boy Scout books. 


Again thru the green the eye was caught by 
a dash of color, red and white and blue. Not 
only does that Aladdin of Modern Magic, the 
bookseller, celebrate National Boy Scout 
Week, but also February, America Month, the 
birth month of Lincoln, of Washington, of 
Daniel Boone, and of Longfellow. So here 
then <was a real treasure table—rich with 
books telling of the boyhood and lives of 
great Americans, and of America’s part in 
the history of the world. 

Even in the continuous rain crowds stood 
in front of the show windows, for these were 
as beautiful and woodsy as the Book Shop. 

Cards bearing such legends as “You can 
help make your boy a good Scout,” “The Boy 
Scout Oath” and “The Boy Scout Law” were 
suspended from the branches of firs, while the 
moss covered floors bore displays of Scout 
equipment and Scout books. 

Every afternoon the window demonstration 
of knot tying and first aid work of bandag¬ 
ing, artificial respiration, fireman’s drag, etc. 
was so successful that the sidewalk was 
blocked and the perspiring but kindly officer, 
•whose duty it was to keep a passageway, was a 
busy man. Thousands saw and approved Boy 
Scout activities as demonstrated in the show 
windows, and to many was brought home for 
the first time the splendid character of the 
movement. 

The observance of National Boy Scouts’ 
Week is one that the Bovs’ & Girls’ Own 
Book Shop commends heartily, and it ventures 
to make the suggestion that with the co-ooera- 
tion of the local Scout executive and Scout 
masters, who will interest their troops. Boy 
Scout Week can be made an immense suc¬ 
cess for booksellers who by their active par¬ 
ticipation can not only do a “good turn” for 
the Bov Scout movement but also one for 
themselves.

Atlantic City In May 


T HE dates of May ioth-i2th are getting 
pretty firmly fixed in people’s minds as 
the time for what is likely to prove the most 
interesting Convention that the book-^trade 
has ever had. 

After considerable effort, the Committee has 
arranged with the railroads to have this Con¬ 
vention get the privilege of the special rates. 
This means that if three hundred and fifty 
people register for the trip, they will get their 
return trip for half fare. i. e., fare and a half 
for the round trip instead of two fares. This 
will mean a very considerable saving to those 
who come from a distance, and already there 
are signs that there will be a .great many at¬ 
tending from the Middle West and even be¬ 
yond. » 

Whitney Darrow, of Charles Scribners 
Sons, has been a most active Chairman in 
charge ol : the arrangements for the entertain¬ 
ment and hotels, and he promises full an¬ 
nouncement of plans to be published shortly. 
The Hotel Tray more has provided excellent 
accommodations, with an auditorium on an 
upper floor and adjoining rooms for Com¬ 
mittees, registration, displays, etc. By having 
the largest part of the attendance registered at 
this one Hotel, there will be an increase in the 
value of the gathering, which was one of the 
chief reasons for endeavoring to go to At¬ 
lantic City. The Hotel is on both American 
and European plan, and all reservations will 
be made by writing direct to the Hotel and not 
to the Committee. Those who would like to 
double' up on a room and have no one to 
make the plan with can write to the manage¬ 
ment and ask to be put in with someone who 
is attending the Convention. 

In order to get the Convention rates from 
the railroad, it is necessary for those attend¬ 
ing, whether they come from as near as Phil¬ 
adelphia or as far as San Francisco, to obtain 
from the railroad agent at that point a Con¬ 
vention voucher which is filled out at that 
time and brought to the Convention. If the 
full number of three hundred and fifty, are 
brought in by people who attend, the ticket 
back can be bought at half price. 

Cedic Crowell, head of the chain of Double¬ 
day, Page bookshops, is Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee on Program, and the main theme of the 
discussion is to be “How Shall We Reach 
the Non-Readers?” 


On Tuesday morning there will be one 
speaker to talk on that specific subject, and 
it is hoped that he will sound, the keynote for 
all the subsequent discussion on this important 
question. 

Tuesday afternoon the plan is to have three 
speakers on the topic “What the People Want 
to Read,” from the point of view of an authori¬ 
ty outside the book-trade, of a publisher’s 
representative and of an author. 

On Wednesday morning it is planned to 
have as the topic: “How Can the Bookseller 
Create a Public and Give it What it Wants?” 
This is to be a forum from the booksellers 
point of view and it is hoped there will be an 
expression of opinion from a large and small 
Bookshop, merchandise man from a large de¬ 
partment store, and a book clerk, all of whom 
are concerned with creating a public. As a 
sub-head under this question on Wednesday 
morning, a discussion of advertising and pub¬ 
licity as aids to creating a public with a report 
on what the National Association of Book Pub¬ 
lishers are doing and the expert advice of a 
leading advertising authority not actively en¬ 
gaged in the book trade is part of the plan. 

Oil Wednesday afternoon the topic is “Prac¬ 
tical Methods of Securing B’ookshop Efficiency 
and Securing Additional Readers.” This is to 
be subdivided as follows: 

(1) “An Ideal Accounting System for Re¬ 
tail Bookshops.” This speaker will be a mem¬ 
ber of one of the largest accounting firms in 
America and will contribute valuable sugges¬ 
tions and practical advice. 

(2) “How Can the Bookseller Operate a 
Successful Mail Order Department?” by a 
speaker whose business is selling by mail. 

The Committee feels that the Program on 
Wednesday afternoon is the most practical part 
of the Program, but hopes not to under-em- 
phasize the importance of the topics for the 
Tuesday sessions and for Monday morning. 

The general publicity for the Convention is 
in the hands of Lowell Brentano, and the full 
particulars of all arrangements and hotel rates 
will be sent to all the book-trade shortly. 

Any member of the book world, a retailer 
in any field or anyone connected in any way 
with publishing, is invited to attend the Con¬ 
vention, whether a member of the American 
Booksellers’ Association or not.

(From Our London Correspondent) 


T HE following items, says the World's 
Taper Review, may at present be imported 
into Germany without license:—Waste 
paper (paper, written on or printed) ; paper 
clippings (waste from the manufacture of pa- 
paper) ; paper, pasteboard and pasteboard 
wares, only fit for re-pulping. Books in all 
languages, including prayer books, printed or 
written, with or without pictures of any kind 
printed, attached, or inserted therein; books 
with raised characters for the blind-all these 
bound or not; newspapers and periodicals. 

No export license is required on the ex¬ 
portation from Germany of the following:— 
Paper caps and strips for igniting; book¬ 
binders’ cloth, smooth or pressed; tracing 
cloth; wall hangings, lincrusta, and the like, 
of linoleum or similar materials; printed articles 
for business purposes intended for distribu¬ 
tion among the clientele of a German business 
for purposes of information or advertisement; 
postage stamps, used and unused; daily news¬ 
papers; periodicals exported thru the medium 
of the publishers’ dispatch offices; paintings on 
tissues of vegetable textile materials, on wood, 
common metals, or alloys thereof, paper or 
stone; drawings, even if bound or mounted 
on paper, board, tissues or the like. 

News comes to hand from Russia that 
private ownership of books is a crime, and 
dire punishment is meted out to all those who 
break this latest rule of the Soviet. More 
about this in a later communication. 

Publishers’ spring lists are appearing, but 
while every one keeps a bright and gay face, 
no one is at heart tremendously happy about 
the future; at least the immediate future. 
Not every bookseller says he had a splendid 
holiday season. But the writing, the making, 
the selling of books, like a well-known bub¬ 
bling stream, goes on forever. Come war, 
come political upheavals, come some wave 
social fashion, people will still buy books. But 
they don’t buy enough; they don’t know 
enough about books. They don’t realize what 
books mean to individual and therefore na¬ 
tional development. Now and again, you hear 
a voice in the wilderness crying out, “Let us 
organize, let us create propaganda.” But there 
is no answer. However, the authors keep on 
writing, and the best ones, too. Thank 
Heaven for that. Here are more promises: 
“The Mountebank,” by W. J. Locke; “She 
and Allan,” by Rider Haggard; “Dodo Won¬ 
ders;” by E. F. Benson; “The Judge,’ by 
Rebecca West; ‘Pugs and Peacocks,” by Gil¬ 
bert Cannan; “Portraits of a Period,” by 
Hugh Walpole; “Maimvaring.” by Maurice 
Hewlett; “The Black Diamond,” by Francis 
Brett Young; “Revolution,” by J. D. Beres- 
ford: “Memoirs of a Midget,” bv Walter De 
La Mare, “Privilege,” by Michael Sadleir: 
“Swallow Dive,” by Sylvia Lynd: “Glass of 


Fashion,” by “The Gentleman With a Duster;” 
“Collected Poems,” by G. K. Chesterton; 
“Notes on Life and Letters,” by Joseph Con¬ 
rad; “The Problem of Foreign Policy,” by 
Gilbert Murray; “The Outer Circle,” by 
Thomas Burke; “Six Months’ Leave,” by E. 
V. Lucas; “Modern Democracies,” by Lord 
Bryce; “Autobiography,” by Lord Ribbesdale; 
“What I Remember,” by Stephen Me Kenna; 
and the “Life of Sir Hugh Lane.” This is a 
selection from a big list. Not bad when every 
one asks if there’s a slump in your trade! 
There are quite a number of 1920 fall books 
still going strong. Of course, Mrs. Asquith’s 
book is a sure seller, and in great demand, 
while people are not so prone to scoff at it as 
they were. Then there is Mr. Wells’ great 
work which is, undoubtedly a most noteworthy 
addition to the select class of standard works. 
The six best selling novels at the moment are: 

The Swallow Dive, by Sylvia Lynd. 

The Seeds of Enchantment, by Gilbert 
Frankau. 

Privilege, by Michael Sadleir. 

The Pilgrim of a Smile, by Norman Davey.

The recent announcement that binding 
charges for cloth books were to be reduced by 
10% is good so far as it goes, but there is to 
be a new charge made by binders of 27 shillings 
per 1000 books for making ready. This is an en¬ 
tirely new idea. Heretofore, making ready has 
only been associated with printers, but the 
binders say that they find it necessary to make 
such a charge for any repeat order for not 
less than 10.000 copies. As one publisher said 
to us the other day, this really means that in¬ 
stead of a 10% reduction, it represents really 
an advance of about 3-1/3%. Of course, it is 
an exceptional book which justifies a repeat 
order of 10,000 copies, so practically this mak¬ 
ing ready charge will be universal. 

It is now definitely stated that Mrs. As¬ 
quith has a second volume of reminiscences 
in the press. It would not surprise us rf 
she had a third and even a fourth. She is 
sufficiently brilliant and behind the scenes to 
do so. 
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In The Field of Retail Advertising 

What can a Retail Store Afford to Spend on its Advertising ? 


S OME figures on retail advertising expendi¬ 
tures recently gathered by advertising ex¬ 
perts were quoted by a speaker before a 
Kansas Advertising Club. These figures are 
as follows:

A figure very frequently used in bookstores 
is a 2% advertising expense to cover both dis¬ 
play and direct advertising. This, it will be 
seen, is less than half of the average expendi¬ 
ture in retail stores according to typical fig¬ 
ures. The advertising of new books has usu¬ 
ally been done by the publisher, and the retail 
advertising is rather largely restricted to the 
special bargains or remnant lots. With the 
increased discount that has been allowed to 
retailers in the last two years, it seems as tho 
the time has arrived for the retail bookstore 
to step energetically into the field of community 
advertising to place his shop more firmly in 
the public mind. 


There is no single and finally accepted way 
of advertising books at retail. Some have 
preferred newspaper advertising, some direct 
advertising, but the general opinion is that a 
combination of both, in which the personality 
and service of the store is played up is the 
most generally successful. A 2% advertising 
appropriation would mean on a business of 
five thousand dollars a month one hundred dol¬ 
lars spent in reaching out to this public. If 
this appropriation were increased to 4% this 
season when the public has been so much 
aroused to the value of book reading and book 
ownership, the return should more than jus¬ 
tify the experiment. 

Two hundred dollars a month would allow 
for display advertisements in such pages of the 
local press as most surely reach potential book 
buyers, would allow for the mailing of imprint 
booklists to an established list of customers 
and to experimental lists of greater scope, and 
would allow for one or two campaigns of cir¬ 
cular letters per month on carefully selected 
items. 

With the wide general publicity that has 
been given to the cause of books by the “Buy 
A Book A Week" campaign thousands of peo¬ 
ple who can be aroused by the retailer’s own 
service may put themselves in direct touch with 
the book counters and their displays. There 
has never been a year when the possibilities of 
this retail advertising seemed to hold out great¬ 
er opportunity. 


When Should a Retailer Advertise ? 


In attempting to answer this question, said 
Charles L. Estey at the last Stationers’ Con¬ 
vention I have invariably proceeded to ask 
a few questions of my own first. 

Thus: 

1. How many days in the week should a 
store be open for business? 

2. How many days in the week should & 
store keep its windows trimmed? 

3. How many days in the week should a 
store maintain salesmen? 

.4 How many days in the week should a 
store be kept clean? 

Obviously, the answer to these four ques¬ 
tions is “Every day." 

And that is my answer to the question: 
“When should a retail stationer advertise?" 

Some form of advertisvig should be work¬ 
ing for you all the time, day after day, week 
after week, month after month, year after 
year. 

Advertising is simply “telling people." 

To sell ’em, you must tell ’em. 

And to keep on selling ’em you must keep 
on telling 'em. 

You have no right to expect the public of 


your community to remember your store— 
unless you remind them PERSISTENTLY 
about 

1. Where your store is located. 

2. What you have for sale. 

3. What kind of service you render. 

4. Whether or not you deliver goods. 

5. A host of other important (to them) 
items. 

The buying public is fickle minded. Men 
and women forget easily. They are con¬ 
cerned with their own affairs—not with yours. 
They are willing to patronize the store that 
keeps them informed—if the information is 
nicely presented and if they are reminded 
often enough. 

Window trims are excellent advertisements 
WHEN PEOPLE PASS BY ON YOUR 
SIDE OF THE STREET . But they are of 
no sales value to you otherwise. 

The buying public is not composed of mind 
readers. The men and women whose trade 
you want are interested only in what they 
want. You need them more than they need 
you. You cannot stay in business unless they 
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patronize you. But they can go to some other 
store if they want to, to buy goods. 

And the store to which they go naturally is 
the store that never lets them forget it. 

This is simple common sense. 

Judicious advertising is an investment from 
which you may confidently look for splendi ' 
returns. To advertise every day does not 
mean that you must spend a great amount of 
money every day. But it does mean that, to 
be successful, you should give to advertising 
at least the same degree of thought and inter¬ 


est that you bestow on other details of your 
business which cannot possibly yield as great 
a percentage of additional sales.

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Authors and 

T HE Executive Committee of the Authors' 
League of America, at its regular weekly- 
meeting on Thursday, February 24, adopt¬ 
ed a resolution condemning the policy of the 
International Magazine Company, a corpora¬ 
tion said to be owned and controlled by Wil¬ 
liam Randolph Hearst, a company controlling 
the Cosmopolitan Magazine, Good Housekeep¬ 
ing, Hearst’s Magazine, and Harper's Bazaar. 
The resolution was made on the ground that 
the Hearst policy “menaces the artistic vitality 
of American letters,” and that the group of 
magazines, mentioned, “save in rare cases, 
refuse to purchase fiction unless they are at 
the same time permitted to acquire an option 
on the motion picture rights on terms dictated 
by the purchaser. Options controlling the mo¬ 
tion picture rights of stories, it is charged, are 
acquired “at prices usually below ruling mar¬ 
ket values and offered for sale at terms paying 
good profits to the holder of the option, but 
not to the author, and the sales being made 
before that option price has been paid to him.” 

“Were all magazines to adopt the practice 
of the International Magazine Company, no 
American author dependent on his pen for his 
living would write any story that he knew had 
no motion picture value, since he would know 
that he would never sell the story, with the 
result that motion pictures, perhaps, would 
thrive, but letters would languish. The League 
resolutions also stated that “There has recently 
been formed the International Story Company, 
which is believed to be likewise a Hearst Cor¬ 
poration, and which advertises that inquiries 
concerning the film rights in all stories ap¬ 
pearing in the above magazines must be made 
hy its acting manager.” 

In reply to the charges of the Authors' 
League, Mr. Hearst framed a set of resolutions 
which mocked those drawn up by the League. 

In the course of these, he says: “Whereas 
The Executive Committee of the Authors’ 
League of Union Authors seems to be misin¬ 
formed, and generally glad to be misinformed; 
be it hereby 

“Resolved, That said committee of said lea¬ 
gue did not know what it was talking about, 
and 

“Resolved, That its fulminations are un¬ 
worthy of serious consideration.” Mr. Hearst 
stated that “neither the above magazines, nor 
anyone connected with the above magazines, 
directly or indirectly, have any interest in the 
International Story Company.” 

Mr. Hearst contends that The Cosmopolitan 
Magazine and the other magazines mentioned 
do not refuse to buy all stories for which they 
do not also purchase the moving picture rights. 

After seeing the resolutions of Mr. Hearst. 
Louis Joseph Vance contradicted Mr. Hearst's 
statement that his magazine did not compel 
authors to give options on the motion picture 
rights of stories accepted by them for publica¬ 
tion, saying that he had been told this on more

than one occasion by Ray Long, Vice-Presi¬ 
dent of the International Magazine Company, 
controlling the Hearst magazines. Mr. Vance 
would not express himself as satisfied with 
Mr. Hearst’s explanation of the connection of 
his magazines with the International Story 
Company. 

The movies and movie rights seem to be an 
issue of importance in England just now, too. 
The Publshers* Circular of February 12 says : 

“Authors and publishers are becoming very 
much alive to the value of the copyright in a 
work which can be adapted to the universally 
popular moving picture show, which the public 
has christened ‘the movies,' and those employed 
in connection with this new art, ‘the film.’ 
Much the larger proportion of copyright cases 
in the law courts of all countries are now con¬ 
cerned with infringements or alleged infringe¬ 
ments of copyright by film producers. In some 
cases it turned out that, by altering the title 
and camouflaging the text, the detection of this 
infringement had been made very difficult; 
many people who are incapable of originating 
anything are quite clever at ‘conveying’ the idea 
in another form. In its January issue, The 
Author gives some useful information for 
authors and owners of copyright, and at the 
end of the article says:— 

‘The chief points which members should re¬ 
member are (1) priority confers no monopoly 
in ideas contained in the copyright work, or 
in the words or actions by which these actions 
are expressed, tho close similarities are 
important links in a chain of cumulative evi¬ 
dence of piracy; (2) that no Copyright Law, 
however carefully drawn, can settle these ques¬ 
tions with mathematical precision, because (3) 
they are, as they are bound to be, questions of 
fact only to be determined by the evidence 
available in each case.' ” 


Chautauqua Reading Selection 

T HE Committee on Home Reading Courses 
of the Chautauqua Institution is now at 
work selecting the books which will be used 
by subscribers to the course in 1922, which is 
to be known as “British Year.” There are 
four books to be selected. This course runs 
in cycles, the first year American; second, 
Modern European; third, Classical; fourth, 
British. This year is Classical year, and the 
books that are being read are Professor 
Abbott’s “The Common People of Ancient 
Rome,” published by Scribner; “Greece and 
the Aegean Islands” by Philip S. Marden, 
Houghton Mifflin; “The New Map of Asia” 
by Herbert Adams Gibbons, Century Com¬ 
pany; and “Psychology and the Day’s Work” 
by Professor Swift, Scribner. The fourth 
book in each course is always an “odd” 
book not connected with the subject of the 
year but having value as a real stimulation.

What was probably the most interesting 
meeting of the Women’s National Book 
Association held this year, was that which 
took place at the Children’s Book Shop, New 
York, on February 17th. 

The program was one of surprises and was 
most inspiring, being the stories of two women 
who have created their own successful estab¬ 
lishments in New York, in two widely 
different fields, Mrs. Mary Gunn, founder of 
the Hawaiian Tea Room and Mrs. Jane Teller, 
of the Antiquarian Shop. 

Mrs. Gunn, a native of Hawaii, felt that 
there was an opportunity for a place where 
people could get acquainted with the Islands, 
the cooking and handicraft, for in the lower 
part of her house, Mrs. Gunn conducts an 
Hawaiian Gift Shop. 

The problems surrounding the opening.of 
such a place were manifold, and many diffi¬ 
culties had to be overcome, one of which was 
the securing of a suitable house in which the 
business could be carried on. The personnel 
problem was the next, but that was solved by 
finding just the right helpers in the persons 


of a little Japanese woman and her husband. 
From the beginning, her enterprise was a suc¬ 
cess, until at the present time Mrs. Gunn has a 
very fashionable clientele, and it has been 
claimed that all the success is due to the dom¬ 
inating personality of the owner and the land 
which this unique tea-room represents. In the 
beginning, four years ago, only three or four 
people patronized the tea-room a day but the 
numbers now run between 70 and 80 a day, 
with no one served without special reservation. 

Mrs. Teller is the proprietor of the Anti¬ 
quarian Shop in the Yale Club Building, New 
York. She started with a few things to sell, 
and had no definite idea about them; she 
wanted to specialize in American antiques, and 
in.the course of her work became interested in 
spinning and weaving. Mrs. Teller said, “I real¬ 
ised that these old things were going to die 
out some day and I knew the women during 
the war had done wonderful work. Those 
who used to knit and sew and make bandages 
would want to do something worth while when 
the war was over, so we formed a society for 
the revival of household industries. We have 
graduated 30 people on the spinning wheel. 
I have taught weavers to make threads. The 
first piece spun or woven in my shop was the 
first in 150 years in New York. A good many 
people who have graduated in my shop grew 
their own flax this year and they are spinning 
it this winter. In a few weeks, I realized that 
I would have to get more things, and I got 
books.” 

Special kinds of advertising have been used 
by Mrs. Teller. She calls them “Jane Teller’s 
sermons.” In them she tells of new articles 
which have been added to her work, or voices 
just a bit of plain philosophy. These she 
hangs in her window in a little frame, together 
with a little notice “You are zvelcome in my 
shop even tho you don't spend a cent.” 

The evening was marked by an event of 
special. interest, when Miss Jennison introduced 
Mrs. Cora Wilson Steward, of Frankfort, Ky. 

Mrs. Steward is head of the Illiteracy Com¬ 
mission for the State of Kentucky, in which 
work she is serving without salary or expenses. 

Mrs. Steward held the audience spell bound 
when she said “There ate five and one half 
million people in this country’, according to the 
census of 1910, who cannot read or write.” 

Mrs. Steward then told of the Moonlight 
Schools, and the work they are doing in Ken¬ 
tucky, work which was first started in that 
state in 1911. It grew out of the need, an 
imperative human need—and this need was 
expressed by the illiterates themselves, brought 
about by the children of these families going 
to other cities and taking advantage of the 
.night schools. The first evening at one of the 
schools 1200 people attended, the students rang¬ 
ing in ages between 18 and 86.

Lieutenant Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, 
author of “Average Americans,” has been ap¬ 
pointed Assistant Secretary of the Navy, the 
same position held by his father at the out¬ 
break of the Spanish War. 

Franklin, a play in four acts, will be the 
tenth volume by Constance D’Arcy Mackey, 
author of “The Beau of the Bath” and other 
plays and of <f The Little Theater in the United 
States,” to bear the Holt imprint. 

“Go away, can’t you see I’m busy dying?” 
was Mary Fickford’s merry amendment of a 
sub-title to her forthcoming “movie,” “Fire¬ 
cracker Jane,” based on Alice Calhoun Haines’ 
Mexican border novel of that name (Holt). 
“Miss” Pickford has an unusual knack in 
working out the sub-titles of her film plays.

“Training for Librarianship,” by J. A. 
Friedel, M.A., is the latest volume in the Lip - 
pincott Training Series, and according to the 
publishers thoroly and comprehensively covers 
the library field, giving the prospective libra¬ 
rian the information which will be most help¬ 
ful. 

The title of Alexander Black's new book, 
“The Seventh Angel,” published by Harper on 
February i/th, while it may be puzzling on 
first hearing, really gives a much better idea 
of the contents than do the titles of most nov¬ 
els.

* Obituary Notes 

John Habberton, the author, died February 
25. He was bom February 24, 1842, was edu¬ 
cated in the public school in Brooklyn and 
learned the printing trade in New York. He 
served as a private and as a lieutenant in the 
New York Volunteers from 1862-1865. He 
was in the counting-room of Harpers for a 
time and later went into business for himself. 
He was literary editor of the Christian Union, 
and was on the editorial staff of the New York 
Herald and of Collier's Weekly. His best 
known books were “Helen’s Babies” and “Trif 
and Trixy,” tho he was the author of a number 
of other books. His one play, “Deacon 
Crankett” was performed more than 500 times. 
Of “Helen’s Babies,” more than a quarter mil¬ 
lion copies were sold in this country after its 
publication in 1876. Those who knew him 
best knew him to be an exceptionally generous 
man. He adopted several children into his 
home at New Rochelle, where he lived many 
years, and he could not resist doing an act of 
kindness tho it were beyond his means. 

Joseph M. Stoddart, retired editor and pub¬ 
lisher, died at his home in Elkins Park, near 
Philadelphia on February 25th. He was 75. 
Mr. Stoddart began his career as a publisher 
with the J. B. Lippincott Co. and for many 
years was editor of Lippincott’s Magazine. 
Later he published Stoddart’s Review, and at 
one time was editor of Collier's Weekly. In his 
time he published the works of several well- 
known authors. He retired fifteen years ago.

A 
noticeable feature of the reports now appear¬ 
ing is the constant announcement of additions 
of important rarities by gift. The permanent 
looking up of rare literary material in the in¬ 
stitutions in this country is proceeding at a 
prodigious rate, realized by very few. 

Hatchards, London, rare book dealers, have 
just issued a catalog of sporting books, old and 
modern, together with a fine collection of books 
with colored plates by Aiken, Rowlandson, 
Cruikshank and other artists of the period, that 
is of special interest to collectors in this field. 
It contains 1375 lots, on a great variety of 
sporting subjects, with many items of special 
rarity. 

An interesting Keats exhibition is now being 
held by the Boston Public Library. Among 
the association books is a copy of “Poems,” 
1817, in the original boards, uncut and un¬ 
opened bearing on its title in Keats’s hand 
writing: “To W. Wordsworth with the Au¬ 
thor’s sincere reverence.” It would appear 
from the unopened pages that, the poet laure¬ 
ate did not appreciate the gift of the poet 
enough even to glance thru its pages. 

The fourth part of selections and purchases 
from the stock of George D. Smith, sold at the 
Anderson Galleries, February 23 and 24, by 
order of his estate, was made up mainly of 
miscellaneous booksellers’ stock of moderate 
value. As might he expected, some of the 
prices were low. The great stock of this fa¬ 
mous book-shop, thru private and public sale, 
is fast being dispersed and so far has had 
no disturbing effect upon the rare book mar¬ 
ket. Of course it has been done with a great 
deal of skill, but no amount of knowledge of 
the market could have sufficed if the real mar¬ 
ket had not existed. 


If the Soviet government continues its 
present attitude toward the private ownership 
of books it is predicted that there will be an 
exodus of Russian scholars and writers to 
Paris and New York and possibly Washing¬ 
ton. The Congressional Library would fur¬ 
nish excellent facilities for library work. It 
has the most extensive collection of Russian 
books outside of Russia. It includes manu¬ 
script records of the early Russian settlement 
in Alaska and in pure literature it includes, the 
best edition of every important Russian writer. 
Even the arts are fairly represented, notably by 
a set of the Ravinski publications, perhaps the 
most complete in existence. 

The Boston Transcript of February 16, de¬ 
voted eight pages to an annual review and gen¬ 
eral news along rare and old book lines. A 
year ago, or a little more, it issued a rare book 
section, the first we believe ever issued by a 
daily newspaper and this repetition of the idea 
indicates that this may become a regular an¬ 
nual feature. If so it will strengthen the hold 
which the Transcript has upon all who have 
to do with rare books. The Transcript holds 
a unique position among newspapers on ac¬ 
count of the attention it has given to biblio¬ 
graphical and general news of interest to col¬ 
lectors and the rare book-trade. The service 
which George H. Sargent has rendered in this 
connection is now being widely recognized and 
appreciated. 

Mrs. Flora V. Livingston, of the Widener 
Memorial Library of Harvard University, has 
made a valuable contribution to bibliography 
in a privately printed work entitled, “Swin¬ 
burne’s Proof Sheets and American First Edi¬ 
tions. Bibliographical data relating to a few 
of the publications of Algernon Charles Swin¬ 
burne with notes on the priority of certain 
claimants to the distinction of Editio Prin- 
cipes.” Mrs. Livingston has made a pains¬ 
taking examination of the “Bibliography of 
Swinburne” privately printed by Thomas J. 
Wise, in 1918. This work has been checked 
up with the Swinburne, collections in Harvard 
University and other institutions and private 
collections and has resulted in furnishing ad¬ 
ditional data especially relating to the Ameri¬ 
can editions some of which were earlier than 
the English editions which Mr. Wise dis¬ 
tinguishes as editioncs principes. Mrs. Liv¬ 
ingston says it is likely that a more extended 
comparison would probably show other un¬ 
recorded treasures. 

A public meeting of the Robert Louis 
Stevenson Club, founded in Edinburgh about a 
year ago, was recently held in Glasgow. The 
objects of the club which have been formu¬ 
lated with care, were outlined by J. Mullo 
Weir, honorary secretary, and include (1) the 
holding of meetings of members at which, lec¬ 
tures and addresses may be given on subjects 
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bearing on the life and work of Robert Louis 
Stevenson; (2) the collection by gift, pur¬ 
chase, and bequest of manuscripts, letters, por¬ 
traits, and other articles connected with 
Stevenson, his family circle, and friends; the 
formation of a library of the different editions 
of his works and of standard literature deal¬ 
ing with his life and works and the exhibi¬ 
tion to the public of the collections so formed; 
and (3) the fostering of interest in Stevenson’s 
life and works in the schools and universities 
of Scotland by the establishment of prizes, 
scholarships, etc. The growth of the club in 
a single year has been remarkable. It started 
with fifty members, in less than two months 
had 300 on its roll, and the number has now 
reached 700. There are members not only in 
Scotland and England but in all parts of the 
world including America, Honolulu and the 
Phillippine Islands. Important gifts have al¬ 
ready been received toward the club’s collection 
of Stevensonia, and many other contributions 
are under promise either of gift or loan. 

Leslie Chaundy & Co., rare book dealers of 
London, in a handsomely printed catalog of 
miscellaneous rare books, in a foreword, has 
this to say about catalog printing: “It seems 
to us that usually a catalog is a one-sided 
arrangement. It is compiled to sell something 
and sell that something in a hurry. In nine 
cases out of ten it is badly arranged and care¬ 
lessly printed on poor paper. That may do 
very well for articles in daily use which are 
easily replaceable, but in the case of books, 
whether old or new, a poorly produced cata¬ 
log degrades the transaction to a much lower 
level. There is no getting away from the fact 
that fine books are a luxury; therefore some 
pains should be taken in the selling and buy¬ 
ing of them. A casual glance down a cata¬ 
log which is then thrown in the waste paper 
basket, is not enough. It is a subject which 
requires careful thought. So pains should be 
taken. There are obvious advantages on both 
sides. The recipient knows that a carefully 
compiled catalog proves that the shopman 
showing off his wares obviously loves his busi¬ 
ness, and so the books will be carefully chosen 
and will be in fine condition. The shopman 
knows on the other hand, that an attractive, 
and above all a true description, will bring in 
more business. The difference in actual cost 
between a badly and a well-produced catalog is 
so infinitesimal that no extra price has to be 
added on the books to pay for the cost of 
production. F. M. H.
